; A very'interesting talk on farming matters was given a few 


"days ago by W. J. Thompson at the opening of the annual 
session of the Maine State Grange at Bangor. There was a 
large attendance from air pearls of the state and the address 
was heard with''ih'e:'e'losest attention. 


/Among oilier-things Mr. Thompson said: "Unless the pro- 


duction of food ,can be put.qn the same business basis as that 
of ptjier industries—that of cost of production plus a fair 
profit—with profits enabling the farmer and his family to have 
si'icji:comforts and conveniences'..^ are enjoyed by those in 
other, occupations, the fanner cannot long hold his high staud- 
ing'aniong-nVcii. .When the selling prices of farm products 
a're-based upon :the'cost of production precisely as are the 
prices,of:pti)6r commodities, then,the fanner will not need the 
uplifting propaganda that is so lavishly bestowed upon him."
